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 GOLFING NOTES.

Our attention has been drawn to a practice 
mow very common amongst golfers of playing 
What may be termed cheap golf at the expense 
of others more spirited and sportsmanlike. The 
hon. secretary of a prominent Dublin club 
writes to the effect that he has noticed that 
for the past two years many people who can 


well afford it have ceased to be members of , 


any golf club, and are playing by paying an 
occasional green fee. Up to about ton years 
ago clubs generally had a rule prohibiting 
visitors who were not members of a recognised 
goif club from playing more than twice in one 
season. This rule, like many others, has been 
allowed to drop since the war commenced, clubs 
being naturally anxiols to secure as many green 
fees as possible in order to make up for the 
loss of members. : 

At a time when peoples expenses are so 
abnormally high it is difficult to find a remedy 
for the evil. A large proportion of those who 
in pre-war days found themselves in a position 
to be jus: able to afford the expense of becom- 
ing a member of a golf club, now find this 
impossible uniess they run into debt. In their 
case it is hard to deny them the privilege of an 
odd game in the manner stated by our cor- 
respondent. Uniess they play in this way they 
cannot play at all, and such a hardship to the 
keen elderly golfer of limited means is one that 
none of us would like to see inflicted. 

The person, on the other hand, who, 
through downright meanness, tries to play 
the game at the expense of others, is 
one we have no sympathy. with. On the 
plea of war economy he resigns his club 
mombership, but continues to piay reguiarly by 
paying a shilling or two as green fee on a 
course the upkeep of which is paid for by 
others, many of whom never play themselves, 
but continue paying subscriptions so that the 
club will not be allowed to drop out of existence, 
To make one rule for his.class and another for 
the man who really cannot afford to join a club 
is a matter not easy to settle; the remedy 
seems to lie in the making of a hard and fast 
rule for all, by which, of course, the poor man 
must suffer. 

We have hundreds of instances of the 
renerosity of golfers during these trying times. 
No who have no intention of playing until 
the war is over continue to pay subscriptions. 
Owners of golf courses have given concessions 
in the way.of reduced rent; some, in fact, have 
given the courses free of rent. In the face of 
such sacrifices by some, surely it is not much to 
ask of others who can afford it to pay the 
legitimate fees required by the game. If the 
old rule ag to visitors is enforced the evil may 
be remedied to an extent, but we should prefer 
to find that its adoption was unnecessary. 

If this plan of playing cheap golf became 
general it is easy to see what the outcome 
would be. Before very long the number of 
courses would be sadly reduced, or, perhaps, all 
would disappear. Moreover, it is not unreason- 
able to suppose that many loyal club members, 
seeing themselves imposed upon by the class 
who will not pay their fair share of the ex- 
penses, would refuse to be victimised any 
longer, and would resign from their clubs. This 
will not happen, we hope and believe, but, in 
the interests of the game generally, it is essen- 
tial that something should be done to prevent 
the unfair advantage that some players are 
at present taking of their more spirited 
brothers. 

The golf clubs have done everything possible 
to lessen the expenses of members, and there 
are numbers of good clubs which may be joined 


without any entrance fee. One club we know 


of, possessing one of the best inland courses in 
the country, is open to anyone elected by the 
committee on payment of a guinea a year, and, 


even though this course is not easy of access, 


those who are at present tainied wiih the name 
of “cheap golfers,” have through it the means 
of escape trom the unpieasant reflection. There 
are numerous other clubs also with very 
moderate subscriptions, access to which would 
not be easy in other times by payment of almost 
double the present rates. 

In last weck’s notes mention was made of the 
satisfactory statement of accounts to be pre- 
sented to the annual mecting of the Stillorgan 
Park Club. We were not aware at the time 
that the club’s sound position was so much due 
to the generosity of the President, Mr. W. J. 
Shannon, who, since the commencement of the 
war, has given the links and club house prac- 
tically free of rent. But for this generous 
action the club would have had to close down. 
We mention the incident as one case of what 
some individuals are prepared to sacrifice to 
keep things going, and hope that other pro- 
prietors of golf courses will be induced to show 
club held a most 
successful concert last night in aid of the 
Wounded Soldiers’ Fund. 

The New York _ journal, 
though usually strong in its support of the 
United States Golf Association, expresses the 
opinion that, if a vote were taken upon the 
justice of barring Mr. Francis Ouimet from 
amateur competitions, there would be an over- 
whelming majority in favour of his reinstate- 
ment. “Should the delegates confirm the 
present ruling ith the face of popular opinion,” 
says the journal, “something very unfortunate 
for the welfare of golf is likely to happen. No 
open threat has been made of forming another 
association in opposition to the U.8.G.A., but 
the step has been seriously considered, and is 
an eventuality to be reckoned with. It is the 
last thing that anyone could think of wishing, 
but it ig one that might be justified if the 
government attempts to ratify the present status 
of the amateur question by any log-rolling 
methods.” 

The feeling aroused over this matter of Mr. 
Ouimet is so keen that there is the possibility 
that before long there will be two rival govern- 
ing bodies in the States. The Western Golf 
Association, which has long been antagonistic 
to the parent body, may assume a national! 
title, and offer to give equal voting power to all 
clubs in the States who eare to join. The 
general opinion in American golfing circles, 
however, is that the present governing body 
will give way to public opinion and alter the 
rule so as to enable Mr. Oujmet and the others 
affected to be eligible for amateur competitions.

Science for ‘the Young.—Mr. R.  Lioyd 
Praeger, B.A., delivered his second lecture on 
“Bome Aspects of Plant Life” yesterday 
afternoon in the Theatre of the Royal Dublin 
Society. Mr. Praeger dealt, in the first place, 
with the influence which man has exercised 
upon the natural vegetation of the globe. It 
was pointed out that, ever since primitive man 
began to keep herds and to till the ground, his 
influence had been to interfere with the 
natural: vegetation, With the spread of agri- 
culture, the native vegetation had been forced 
back till, in countries such as ours, a purely 
natural vegetation could be found only in 
almost inaccessible places, What we call weeds 


are largely native planta trying to reconquer 


their lost territories. The question of culti- 
vated plants was touched on, ineluding both 
useful plants and those grown to please our 
wathetic sense. Coming then to the flora of our 
own country, Ireland, the lecturer described 
some of the arodh most interesting to the 
botanist. It was shown that there grew, 
especially in the. West of Ireland, some very 
interesting plants which- belonged either to the 
Pyrenees and Mediterranean or: to North- 
America. The origin of these was discussed. 
The lecture was illustrated with numerous 
lanterh slides, for the loan of which Mr. 
Praeper acknowledges his indebtedness to the 
botanical department’ of the Royal College of 
Science.

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“We venture to do so because we have special 
opportunities of observing the actual effect upon 
boys and young men of suggestions so conveyed, 
| to which we feel bound to bear witness. 
ss We have from time to time unquestionable 
evidence of the extent to which in this way 
their natural difficulties are increased, and in 
many cases their own strongest temptations re- 
inforced against them. | 

“We are sure such unwholesome influences 
are particularly strong and widespread at the 
present time,,; and we have some reason to 
think that, generally speaking, too little care 
is exercised to exclude them trom the lives of 
the young. 

“ Wo therefore feel it a duty to urge that all 
possible precaution be taken to save boys from 
unnecessary trials by guarding them against 
theatrical and cinematographic performances of 
doubtful tendency, books in which so-called ‘sex 
problems - are discussed, and magazines contain- 
ing coarse or suggestive illustrations. 

“We trust that the many parents who are as 
anxious and careful in the matter as we are 
will not resent, even if they do not need, this

in their wages. The engineers have, prior to 


the recent grant of 7s. bonus, been receiving 
two increases, namely, 2s. and 5s. per week. | 
The Railways Executive Committee have ruled 
that, therefore, the engineers are entitled only 
to 28. a week bonus, to bring the war increases 
of these men up to 7s. The following is a copy. 
of a clause embodied in the instructions issued 
by the Railways Executive ‘Committee on this 
subject :——“ Any increase in wages given since 
ithe war commenced, in lieu of bonus, or granted 
on account of increased cost of living, conse- 
quent on the war, is to be considered as bonus.”
